than that in the true notes : that the dotted lines in the forged 
notes were irregular, and that the perpendicular lines were 
wider than thofe in the good ones.

APTAIN SMITH of his Majelty’s thip the Centaur, 
_4> who was coming from St Kitt’s to England, in the 
Snake floup, with difpatches from Sir George Brydges Rod- 
ney, had the misfurtune to be taken on his paflage by two A- 
meéticaa privateers, and was under the’neceflity of throwing all 
his cifpatéhes overboard ; bat being afterwards put on board a 
Danifh fhip, and landed at Plymouth, arrived here this morn- 
ing 
What he relates upon memory is, that on Saturday the 28th 
of April, ‘at ten o’cluck in the morning; the Ruffel and Ama- 
zon, cruizing between St Lucia and Martinico, got fight of 
the enemy’s fleet, with a very large convoy; upoa which Sir 
Sa vuel Hood, with his fguadron, made fail to windward, | in 
hopes of being able to prevent the enemy from getting into Fort 
oyal. 
* Oa the next morning, between feven and eight o'clock, the 
enemy’s feet, confifting of 21 fail of-the line, four frigates, 
and a cutrer, were feen off St Ann’s Bay, bearing down round 
the Diamond Rock to cover their convoy, at thai time ftand- 
ing clofé along thare under the batteries, in order to get into 
Fort Royal Bay. Ag half paft ‘eleven the enemy, being be- 
tween the Britilh fleet and the fhore, were joined by four thips 
of the line from Fort Royal Bay 5 immediately after which, 
the eremy having the weather gage, and both fleets {tanding 
t> the S. E. with the larboard tacks on board, the action be- 
g°"y and continued till ten minutes after three in the afternoon, 
whin the van of the enemy made fail and hauled their wind, 
andthe tiring cealed on both fides. Whe van and center fhips 
of the Britith fleet, from the fituation of the two lines, had 
neceflarily the greateft {hare in the action. Sir Samuel Hood 
kept fight of the enemy till one o’clock on Wedneiday after- 
nooh; bat, notwithitanding his conftant endcavours, was ne- 
ver. able to bring them a second time to action. Sir George 
Rodney, with the Sandwich and ‘Triumph, together with the - 
Rufel, Centaur, Torbay, and Intrepid, which had repaired 
their damages, was to fail from St Kitt’s the roth of May to 
join Sir Samuel Hood, and had fent orders to the Panther, 
then. cruizing to windward, to do the fame; fo that his fleet 
now confifts. of 21 fail of the line, with which-he intended to 
praceed off Fort Royal, and offer the enemy batile. 

General Vaughan came from St Euttatius to St Kite’s in 
the Sandwich, intending to proceed from thence to Barbadoes.
